iNe.eds of Our Army and Navy 


Must Be Met to Utmost 


^ 
Extent, 


"In the United States today Is found 


E large proportion of the available 
inursing service of thj world. 
Our 


allies In this war are looking to us to 
'supplement their nursing service. If 
'the women of America fall to realize 
their duty nb this time'the American 
men who liave been called upon to 
offer their lives for their country may 
'suffer accordingly." 


This was a statement recently made 


J>y Jliss .Time A. Delano, director of 
Ithe American Bed Cross nursing serv- 
jlce, 


"If this war goes on we shall be com- 


ipelled to extract aid to the last frac- 
tion of trained nursing material avail- 
jable In the United States," said Miss 
[Delano. "The men on the fighting 
tfronts must be nursed back to health. 
JThey are relying in large measure 
rupon the American nurses for this 
jecrvice; the nurses must not fail 
•them. 
. "Tlie problem confronting us Is to 
meet to the utmost extent, with the 
[trained nursing personnel available in 
ithe United States, the needs of 'our 
army nnd navy and the armies of our 
allies, protecting ns best we may the 
welfare of our civilian population. 


"Several thousand American nurses 


hre now in France assigned to duty 
In the various branches of the military 
service nnd almost as many more arc 
needed for our own cantonment hos- 
pitals. If we are to continue to meet 
the demands made upon us, the women 
of the country must be willing to ac- 
cept equal sacrifices with the men. The 
public, too, must he willing to sacri- 
Ifice the service of nnrscs who are re« 
Squired for military purposes. 
'. "For many .years to come, the cle- 
'mand for women trained for nursing, 


i Including woman welfare work 
and 


health service, will Increase tremend- 
'ously, nnd to meet this need women 
of ability and education can do no bet- 
ter than to take seriously the work of 
training ns nurses believing that they 
'are not only qualifying themselves for 
most Important service on the comple- 
tion of their course, but that even dur- 
ing the period of training they are 
helping to solve the nursing problems 
confronting us."

MUST REGULATE PEDESTRIAN

Looking Toward Public Safely.

.state's uniform traflic regulations are 
approved by the police departments 
of the cities of the state, according to 
a statement made public today by the 
Xew York State Conference of Mayors 
and Other City Officials on traffic reg- 
ulation and the causes of automobile 
accidents. 


In a report to the conference the 


State Bureau of Municipal Informa- 
tion says: 
"We are pleased to report 


that the police departments have uni- 
versally approved the new law, and 
that no changes of material inipoil- 
ance have been aug-»ested. The rcx^orts 
to us show that the law has -worked 
cut admirably in all the cities and that 
the uniform regulations 
have 
been 


generally observed with the result that 
the number of accidents, compared 
with the increase in automobile traf- 
iic in the cities 
has 
been reduced. 


There is, however, need for greater ef- 
fort to reduce accidents and make the 
highways safer." 


An analysis of automobile accidents 


as reported by the police shows that 
of SO fatal accidents in 25 cities, 
o-t 


were caused by tho carelessness of pe- 
destrians, reckless driving, speeding 
and the playing of children 
in 
the 


streetH. Seventeen cities reported that 
they had no fatal accidents last year. 
An analysis of the reports about other 
accidents in the cities shows the chid' 
causes to have been non-compliance 
with the law?, carelessness of pedes- 
trians, .speeding-, careless -and inelli- 
ciei.t drivers, improper lighting and 
children playing- in tho streets.
